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TOWN TRADE BID 
WINS BACKING

THE first steps to Oswestry 
town centre becoming a Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District 
have been made. 

Councillors and Chamber of Com¬ 
merce bosses have agreed to fund an 
awareness day to show businesses the 
benefits having the prestigious status, 
known as BID, could bring. 

To become a BID town, businesses have to in¬ 
vest a small percentage levy on of their rateable 
value into the project. That money, which could 
be up to £900,000, would then be used to pro¬ 
mote Oswestry and bring in visitors. 

The move towards Business Improvement 
District status is the latest in a campaign to put 
Oswestry at the forefront of a revival in the re¬ 
gion’s economic fortunes. Today (Thursday) the 
Chamber of Commerce was helping to host an 
Oswestry Vision Expo at the Lion Quays Hotel, 
with Paul Forrest, a top economist from the West 
Midlands Economic Forum, telling businesses 
they must exploit new and emerging technolo¬ 
gies. Meanwhile, Oswestry Town Council says 
its popular Music Live weekend could return as 
it looks for ways to boost the number of visitors 
to the town centre. 

Fund 

Councillors agreed on Monday to match fund 
Oswestry Chamber of Commerce with a £500 
donation towards a day hosted by a consultancy 
firm that has helped develop Business Improve¬ 
ment Districts up and down Britain. Chamber 
chairman Jools Payne said: “We are a very ambi¬ 
tious and energetic chamber committed to work¬ 
ing hard for our members, local businesses and 
the wider community. As such, the executive 
management team is firmly focused on helping 
to develop the strategic commercial potential 
of Oswestry. We have had a BID project team 
in place for the last three years and are pleased 
to now be working in close partnership with 
Oswestry Town Council to take the first tenta¬ 
tive steps towards exploring whether there is an 
appetite to drive an Oswestry BID forward. We 
are at the very earliest stage of that exploration. 

“That said, we certainly have the verve and 
vigour within chamber to drive it with the nec¬ 
essary energy and creativity. We need to see if 
that is matched by those who will need to work 
alongside us to move it on in a meaningful way. 
The investment in infrastructure and market¬ 
ing potential is enormous, but that’s a long way 
off at present.” 

Oswestry Town Council also welcomed plans 
to hold a Promoting Oswestry celebration in 
August. Representatives of many organisations 
have set up a task force to plan the weekend. 

Councillors, who stressed they have not 
pledged any funding, agreed a main event should 
be based on music in Cae Glas Park which could 
mean a return of Oswestry Music Live which 
was first held to celebrate the Millennium. 

Fringe events could then include sporting 
events such as cycling, a Ferris wheel in the 
town centre and art events.

The couple heard the Cross Keys pub was 
under threat from developers - so decided to 
buy the historic building for the community. 

The community is now being challenged to 
reopen the pub as a successful business. Meet¬ 
ings will be held this weekend to discuss the 
future use of the premises. 

Mr Jones, a builder, said: “I have built about 
40 homes in the Kinnerley area and I thought 
it was time that I gave something back.” 

Now local residents have to raise funds to 
restore the listed pub and bring it back to life. 

An open day will be held on Saturday at the 
pub between 10am and 3pm so the commu¬ 
nity can see what has to be done and give their 
views. 

Mr and Mrs Jones, who live in Edgerley 



near Kinnerley, say they are not big drinkers. 
But they they were horrified at the thought of 
such a beautiful building in the heart of the 
village being destroyed. 

The pub was closed after a fire two years 
ago. Afterwards the owner, a Midlands de¬ 
veloper, put in four planning applications for 
housing. 

Campaigners fought the applications and 
the parish council helped to have the building 
listed and registered as a community asset. 


Mr Jones, 75, said: “I wanted to show that not 
all developers are greedy. 

“If the community can get this place re¬ 
stored in six months then I will let them run 
it at a reasonable rent. 

“Who knows, if they make a success of it 
they might be able to buy it from us.” 

The Cross Keys Action Committee is now 
working with Shropshire Council community 
officers and the parish council to look for 
grants and drawing up ideas for the future of 
the building, some of which dates back to the 
17th century.

Decision on wind 
farm plans could 
face judicial review 

A JUDICIAL review could be launched 
into a decision by the Government to 
throw out plans for wind farms in Mid 
Wales. 

The Department of Energy and Cli¬ 
mate Change (DECC) refused permission 
for four wind farms and a overhead power 
line earlier this year. 

Had the plans been given the go-ahead 
by energy minister Andrea Leasdom, it 
would have resulted in a 33-mile power 
line linking the wind farms to the na¬ 
tional supply at Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. But now two of the companies 
involved - RES UK and RWE Innogy - 
have called for a judicial review to be held. 

RES UK wanted to build a wind farm 
in Llanbrymair, while RWE Innogy had 
plans for Carnedd Wen. 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, 
said: “I have had it confirmed to me by 
DECC that RWE Innogy and RES UK 
want a judicial review on the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision. These are the only two 
appeals received and it is not to say that 
their appeal will be agreed and heard, 
but that it what they want. I don’t think 
they are very sensible to ask for a review. 
It will cause huge reputational damage 
to them and I hope they get thrown out 
again.” 

Mike Whitbread, RES development 
manager, confirmed the firm’s appeal and 
said he believed any perceived impacts 
from the project had been addressed.

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson and Shropshire Council 
Leader Keith Barrow have lob¬ 
bied Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin to make improve¬ 
ments to the “completely inad¬ 
equate” A5 road as it passes 
Oswestry. 

The pair were joined by Shrewsbury 
MP Daniel Kawczynski at the meeting 
in London on Monday. 

They particularly want to see the road’s 
upgrade to a full dualled highway from the 
Wolfshead junction near Nesscliffe to Chirk 
and then beyond. 

Mr Paterson said: “Patrick McLoughlin 
was sympathetic to our proposals. “In the 
period 1991-2015 there have been 48 fa¬ 
talities on that stretch of road, 308 serious 
casualties and 1,081 slight casualties. 

“Since 1993 traffic has increased on that 
road by 33 per cent in a 24-hour period ris¬ 
ing from 36,807 vehicles to 49,045. 

“The road is completely inadequate in 
its present form and we have got to get it 
dealt with. I am hoping to collate evidence 
and then have a meeting at Shirehall next 
summer where we can present our case.” 

Councillor Barrow, who represents 
Oswestry South division on Shropshire 
Council, said: “There have been far too 
many serious and fatal accidents along this 
stretch of road in recent years, and many of 
these could well have been prevented. It’s 
vital that improvements are carried out to 
help prevent further accidents, injuries and 
fatalities in future. 

“But improvements to the A5 are also 
crucial for the county’s economy and future 
prosperity. 

“Our current Economic Growth Strat¬ 
egy makes it clear that Shropshire is ‘open 
for business’ and aims to ensure that the 
Shropshire economy is growing more rap¬ 
idly than other areas. 

However, the further dualling of the A5 
corridor is key to realising this aim, as this 
would greatly improve access to Shropshire 
from the West Midlands, via the M54. 

“And Shropshire Council is currently 
supporting and encouraging housing, re¬ 
tail, commercial and leisure developments 
in Oswestry. 

“These will contribute enormously to the 
local economy, but need a good, safe and ef¬ 
fective road network.” 


A NEW beauty salon opened in Oswestry at 
the weekend, a symbol of the town’s reviv¬ 
al, its mayor has said. 

The Brow and Blowdry bar opened in one 
of the town’s most historic buildings in Be¬ 
atrice Street, specialising in eyebrow treat¬ 
ments and hair blowdrying for that special 
occasion. 

Councillor Peter Cherrington performed 
the official opening for the new business 
which has taken over the former Fighting 


Cocks black and white building. He said it 
was great to see such an old building put 
back into use. 

“The new owners have even put a per¬ 
spex panel across some of the original, wat¬ 
tle and daub plaster,” he said. 

“Oswestry is steadily moving forward, 
which is great to see. 

“There are small, individual shops open¬ 
ing, other shops being restored and on Oc¬ 
tober 31 I am performing the opening for 


the B&M Bargains store at Penda Retail 
Park, a major coup for the town. Oswestry 
really is on the up. Slowly and steadily we 
are bringing more employment into the 
area. We have to be cautious because the 
economy is still fragile but it does look like 
Oswestry is leading the move to come out of 
the recession.”

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Power plan 
revealed by 
woodfactory 

A FACTORY wants to build its own 
power station to ensure it has its own 
supply if the National Grid fails. 

Kronospan of Chirk has applied for 
planning permission to install gas en¬ 
gines, boilers and a sub-station. 

It says that having an independent, 
reliable power supply will help secure 
the future of the site. It would also 
reduce costs and make the company 
more competitive. The company deals 
with multi-density fibre board and is 
one of the largest employees in the 
region with 600 staff. As part of the 
planning application submitted to Wr¬ 
exham County Borough Council, a re¬ 
port from Kronospan says: “In order 
to safeguard against the fragility of 
the local grid, Kronospan is seeking 
to put in place measures to enable the 
plant to operate independently from 
the local electricity grid.” 

The company already has a biomass 
plant which it says provides “a sig¬ 
nificant proportion” of its power de¬ 
mands. “However the manufacturing 
side is still reliant on drawing electric¬ 
ity from the grid,” the report says. 

“The provision of the new gas en¬ 
gines and the associated sub-station 
would enable Kronospan to operate 
independently from the local electric¬ 
ity network.” 

As well as employing 600 people di¬ 
rectly at the factory the company says 
it also helps retain 2,500 jobs in the 
area. 

Warnings given 
over card scams 

ELDERLY and vulnerable people 
across Shropshire have had £27,000 
taken from bank accounts by thieves 
who steal bank cards after watching 
their victims entering pin numbers in 
cash machines at supermarket tills, 
police have warned. 

The cards have been used to make 
large purchases or buy large sums or 
foreign currency at travel agents. 

Officers have warned communities, 
including shop assistants to be on 
their guard and report suspicious ac¬ 
tivity. And they say friends and family 
should stress to potential victims the 
need to be vigilant. 

Detective Constable Steve Davies 
said there had been a spate of distrac¬ 
tion thefts across the force area. 

Among the victims was a woman 
from Oswestry who had £20,000 
stripped from her savings. Other of¬ 
fences were committed in Hereford, 
Market Drayton and Shrewsbury. 


Mansel leads the radicalisation fight

WORDS such as extremism and 
radicalisation are not ones that 
people would normally connect 
with Shropshire. 

But schools in the county as in 
the rest of the UK now have to 
ensure that they comply with the 
government’s new Counter-Ter¬ 
rorism and Security Act. 

And one of those leading the 
training for staff and governors 


says it is vital to ensure that 
schoolchildren are not falling 
prey to extremism or radicalisa¬ 
tion of any description. 

Mansel Davies has been a 
teacher, police officer and most 
recently a safeguarding adviser 
in education improvement. 

He said: “This is not about any 
one group but all types of extrem¬ 
ism. What it is, is ensuring that 


our young people do not fall prey 
to any radicalisation. This could 
be anything from gang, gun or 
drug culture, football violence or 
influence from far right or far left 
wing organisations.” 

“They want to belong but this 
can lead them toward negative 
influences.” 

Mr Davies is delivering courses 
on the problem and how schools 


and colleges should respond at 
the Marches Training depart¬ 
ment part of the Marches Acad¬ 
emy School in Oswestry. 

“Staff and governors must 
make sure that their school 
falls in line with the statutory 
requirements and I will explain 
how they can keep the children 
in their school safe from these 
influences, “ he said. 


Spoon gorilla may be 
staving at ironworks

A HUGE gorilla made entire¬ 
ly from spoons could stay at a 
tourist attraction near Oswestry 
permanently, after its owner Uri 
Geller left the UK to return to his 
home country. 

The 68-year-old entertainer, known 
for his spoon and mind bending abili¬ 
ties, has moved from his home on the 
Thames near Windsor back to Israel. 

But he has left behind the huge gorilla 
that he had commissioned from the British 
Ironwork Centre at Aston near Oswestry. 

An appeal for spoons brought in 40,000 
that were used to make the King Kong style 
gorilla created at the company’s headquar¬ 
ters by sculptor Alfie Bradley. 

Mr Geller and Prince Michael of Kent 
attended the unveiling of the spoon gorilla 
sculpture. The sculpture had been destined 
for Mr Geller’s Berkshire home but also 
become a tourist attraction in its own right 
touring county shows. 

Now the gorilla is on a tour of hospices 
and hospitals in the Midlands as its future 
is decided. 

After visiting the Royal Shropshire Hos¬ 
pital and the Princess Royal Hospital the 
gorilla will be on its way to hospitals in 
Dudley, Brierley Hill and onto Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. 

Clive Knowles, chairman of the British 
Ironwork Centre, said “From the outset, 
our greatest wish for this project has been 
that as many children as possible have the 
opportunity to be amazed and delighted by 
the spoon gorilla. 

“We have not heard from Mr Geller 
about his wishes for the spoon gorilla, but I 
don’t think that the British Ironworks will 
be shipping it to Israel.”

New defibrillator 
for country club 

A COUNTRY club near Oswestry now 
has a defibrillator that could be a life- 
saver should someone there suffer a 
cardiac arrest. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has given the device to the country 
and fitness club at the Lion Quays 
complex at Gledrid. 

With the help of community first 
responders, the service trained staff 
to use the machine and deliver CPR. 

The Lion Quays also has a defibril¬ 
lator within the hotel. 

Community paramedic officer Terry 
Foster said defibrillators saved lives. 

He said: “The quicker a defibrilla¬ 
tor shock can be given, the greater the 
chance a patient in cardiac arrest has 
of surviving. 

“For every minute a patient is in 
cardiac arrest their chance of survival 
decreases by 10 per cent, so the impor¬ 
tance of these defibrillators cannot be 
underestimated. ”

Councillors leave key roles 
after convictions in court

TWO Powys County Councillors who admitted a string of animal 
health charges have left key roles with the authority. 

Councillor Aled Davies has been removed as chairman of the audit commit¬ 
tee, while Councillor Gwynfor Thomas stepped down as chairman of the place 
committee. 

A motion was put to a full council meeting yesterday (Wednesday) calling for Councillor 
Davies to be removed from the committee following his conviction, to protect the integrity 
of both the council and audit processes. Councillor Davies explained his offences and said 
--—- he was extremely sorry for what had hap¬ 
pened but he said he had been dealt with 
heavily by the magistrates. 

Members voted 39 in favour of the mo¬ 
tion, eight against and nine abstained. 

Councillor Davies pleaded guilty to six 
offences at Llandrindod Wells Magistrates 
Court on Wednesday last week. He was 
fined £800 after admitting offences includ¬ 
ing failing to notify the death of cattle on 
his farm, 

Councillor Thomas admitted eight 
charges and asked for 153 other offences to 
be taken into account when he appeared at 
court. Welshpool Magistrates Court heard 
on Tuesday that Thomas, 49, who is Powys 
County Council member for Llansantff- 
raid, had systematically failed to maintain 
animal movement, birth and death records 
regarding cattle on his farm. 

He was ordered to carry out 40 hours of 
unpaid work and given a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order with supervision. He was also or¬ 
dered to pay £1,868 costs and a £60 victim 
surcharge. 

The court heard that Thomas, who 
runs Ponty Pentre Farm, Llansantffraid, 
had reported himself to the British Cattle 
Movement Service (BCMS) before an inves¬ 
tigation was launched. 

Rob Brown, prosecuting on behalf of 
Powys County Council, said in August 
2014, 147 cattle were presented for routine 
Bovine TB testing and Thomas was unable 
to account for 77 missing cows. 

Stuart Arrowsmith, for the probation ser¬ 
vice, told the court that Thomas had been 
suffering from depression. He added: “All 
records are now up-to-date and he is now 
looking at potentially looking elsewhere for 
a new career rather than farming.” 

Huw Wyn Williams, for Thomas, said the 
incident was a “cry for help.” 

He said: “He had e-mailed the BCMS be¬ 
fore the investigation to say he had prob¬ 
lems. He has been suffering since the death 
of his father earlier this year. There is no 
issue at his farm anymore, but he is now 
considering giving up farming in the not 
too distant future.” 


Calls made 
more 
NHSfunds 

MORE money needs to be spent on bring¬ 
ing hospitals in Mid Wales up to modern 
standards, a report has claimed. 

Montgomeryshire Community Health 
Council’s annual report says the group 
wrote to the Welsh Assembly about the 
issue. The group has now met Professor 
Marcus Longley, director of the Welsh In¬ 
stitute for Health and Social Care, to dis¬ 
cuss any potential extra investment. 

Margaret Evitts, group chairman, said: 
“Jointly, both Montgomeryshire and 
Brecknock and Radnor chairs wrote to 
the Welsh Minister for Health and Social 
Services emphasising the need for Powys 
to receive additional capital investment 
to modernise the hospital estate in Powys, 
half of which pre-dates the foundation of 
the NHS by many years. 

“This letter was shared with the health 
board and the minister’s response was pos¬ 
itive. 

“The CHCs submitted written evidence 
and presented oral evidence to the House 
of Commons’ Welsh Affairs Committee’s 
short inquiry into cross border health 
arrangements. Montgomeryshire CHC 
brought together the four CHCs involved - 
Montgomeryshire, Brecknock and Radnor, 
Hywel Dda and North Wales - to meet with 
Professor Longley to present oral evidence 
and to enable a live discussion with him 
and his team.” 

Mrs Evitts said that the Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme had also taken up a lot of time for 
the group throughout the year.

Psychological assessment

A MAN who brutally raped a woman during the early hours of New 
Year’s Day must be psychologically assessed before he can be sen¬ 
tenced, a judge has ruled. 

Howard Long carried out the attack on the woman while she was walking 
along a road. He was due to be sentenced at Shrewsbury Crown Court last 


week. 

But Judge Robin Onions adjourned sentencing until December 11 for a psychologist’s 
report to be completed in order to determine Long’s level of dangerousness and the level 
- of harm he poses. Long had initially denied 


Have a go 
at balancing 
the books 

RESIDENTS are being urged to have their 
say on how Powys County Council should 
cuts its spending by £27 million over the 
next three years. 

The council is asking people to have a go 
at balancing the books on a new interactive 
feature on its website. 

The consultation exercise, which runs 
until the end of November and sets out a 
range of options that could be used to gen¬ 
erate savings over the next three financial 
years, has already attracted more than 220 
visits. 

Council leader, Councillor Barry Thomas 
said: “Residents can show their support for 
service by increasing or decreasing funding 
support and seeing the impact on the ser¬ 
vice and council’s overall budget. 

“Information collected as part of the ex¬ 
ercise will be considered by the cabinet as 
part of the budget making decisions which 
is likely to be a very difficult process this 
year.” 

Councillor Wynne Jones, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance, added: “The council has to 
produce a balanced budget so cannot set a 
deficit, so when residents are supporting 
one service with more money they have to 
balance the decision with a reduction from 
another area. 

“The simulator gives immediate feed¬ 
back showing the impact of a decision on 
the overall budget and gives information 
about the consequences of the funding 
change on a service.” 


attacking the woman but changed his plea 
the day before he was due to stand trial in 
July. 

He pleaded guilty to one charge of rape 
and one count of attempted rape. 

He also admitted two further charges of 
assault in relation to the attack. 

The 32-year-old, of Melverley near 
Oswestry, carried out the attack near 
Morda. 

Andrew Wallace, prosecuting, said the 
victim described the attack as a “complete 
and utter violent shock as he overpowered 
her”. 

The court heard part of the victim impact 
statement where she said: “I wish he ad¬ 
mitted he attacked me earlier, I could have 
moved forward earlier.” 

Judge Onions said the victim was being 
held back by delays in the case and that 
DNA evidence had always been “over¬ 
whelming”. 

When Long was initially interviewed on 
January 4, he denied the attack, said he 
had been in a fight with some men in a pub 
when asked about scratches on his shoul¬ 
der, and offered no information in relation 
to his DNA that was found. 

Judge Onions said: “She fled naked at 
3.20am and was lucky to find a woman, who 
deserves commendation as she calmly gave 
her comfort and help.” 

Judge Onions expressed concern at 
discovering that at the time of his arrest 
Long was wearing women’s underwear 
and a dress, questioning whether he had a 
“deeper seated sexual problem”. 

Judge Onions said: “This was a brutal 
rape, as bad as I’ve come across and the 
fact he had this clothing on concerns me.” 

Judge Onions told Long that he “worried 
him” and warned him that he was going to 
receive a long custodial sentence. 

The victim was walking away from 
Oswestry town centre on the B5069 in the 
direction of Welshpool when Long attacked 
her between 2.30am and 3.20am on New 
Year’s Day.

When new rules were intro¬ 
duced in magistrate courts en¬ 
suring that convicted offenders 
were forced to pay for the cost 
of the conviction I was immedi¬ 
ately concerned they would lead 
to guilty pleas simply to save 
money. And it seems I was right. 

I am not surprised to hear that 
a Shropshire magistrate has quit 
in protest against the size of the 
costs being passed on for minor 
offences. He quoted costs of 
£385 against a man convicted of 
stealing £5.86. 

Richard Stilwell has taken 
his concerns to the House of 
Lords after ending 21 years on 
the bench in protest at the new 
legislation and deserves our 
support for standing up for his 
beliefs. After all people are now 
pleading guilty to charges they 
would normally deny - simply to 
avoid the risk of court costs. 

It seems Mr Stilwell is not the 
only voice to be heard berating 
the rule brought in by former 
Justice Secretary Chris Grayling. 
New man Michael Gove is now 
being inundated by magistrates, 
lawyers and campaigners who 
can all see the daily injustices 
happening in courts across our 
land. 

The cost of risking being found 
guilty of an offence you did not 
commit should not deter an¬ 
yone from trying to clear his or 
her name. There’s a flat fee court 
charge of £150 simply for plead¬ 
ing not guilty and that can rise to 
as much as £1,000 if you lose. 

Mr Gove must surely listen to 
the swell of discontent against 
such costs. This country has 
always taken great pride in its 
justice system where every one 
could expect the right to a fair 
trial. It seems now the only guar¬ 
antee of a fair trial is if you have 
deep pockets. 

Is it just me or does anyone 
else think Powys County Coun¬ 
cil is going too far with plans to 
bring in rubbish collections every 
three weeks instead of two from 
November? 

If you’re shocked and con¬ 
cerned at the news you’ll be 
even more surprised to hear the 
debate on the table is for collec¬ 
tions to become monthly. Just 
imagine the implications of that. 

I really am beginning to think 
that those in the hot seats at 
County Hall are losing the plot 
because in the same breath as 
announcing the changes, which 
come into effect in November, 
there’s also talk of closing either 
Welshpool or Newtown’s recy¬ 
cling centre. Sheer madness. 
Recent changes at the recycling 
centres imposed by the coun¬ 
cil mean people are dumping 
their rubbish wherever they can.

Record crop hauls give 
area's growers a boost 


Shropshire's growers have 
received a timely boost. 
THOM KENNEDY finds OUt 
more 

A PERFECT balance of sun and 
rain has left Shropshire farmers 
reaping record crop hauls this 
year. 

Growers are celebrating “excep¬ 
tional” yields in most grain crops 
which may eclipse previous records. 

The reasons behind the bumper har¬ 
vest are yet to be fully explained, but 
may be a combination of ideal growing 
conditions and action by farmers to con¬ 
trol weeds, pests and disease. 

The annual crop survey by the NFU 
has revealed a six per cent rise in the 
wheat yield, demonstrating the strength 
of performance during a year of great 
growing conditions. 

Luke Ryder, the NFU’s regional com- 
binable crops board spokesman, said: 
“This year’s Shropshire harvest was dis¬ 
rupted by rain and some slower crop de¬ 
velopment but we saw exceptional yields 
in most grain and oilseed crops, coupled 
with good quality. 

“While the yields are not fully ex¬ 
plained yet, it could partly be as a result 
of county farmers keeping on the front 
foot managing weeds, disease and crop 
pests while crops were developing. 

“Crop physiologists have suggested 
the exceptionally bright but cool weather 
across England in the spring and early 
summer helped. 

“Currently, national average yields 
across the main combinable crop spe¬ 
cies could be at the top end of those seen 
in the past 10 years, possibly at record 
levels.” However, consecutive good har¬ 
vests have left an oversupply of products 
around the world, while falling demand 
in China has dampened demand.

That in turn has led to a dramatic fall 
in prices over the last two years, put¬ 
ting them below the cost of production. 

“Small increases in yield though are 
not sufficient to cover dramatic falls in 
cereal and oilseed prices,” Mr Ryder 
added. 

Rob Alderson, a grower near Craven 
Arms, said: “The prices are under pres¬ 
sure so at least we have had a chance. 

“The summer was ideal. There was 
enough sunshine and moisture - it all 
ran nicely and came together. 

“There was a bit of pressure during 
the combining because the windows 
were a bit narrow, but it definitely 
worked out.” 

The favourable growing conditions 
have helped some unusual crops to be 
grown in Shropshire. 

Cucamelons, perilla, uchiki kuri and 
quinoa all are weird and wonderful ex¬ 


otic vegetables and spices - and all are 
being grown in Shropshire. 

After two years of hard graft a Gar¬ 
den of Eden has been cultivated within 
the Apley Estate, near Shifnal. 

The Apley Walled Garden once used 
some of the most advanced farming 
methods of the 17th and 18th centuries 
to grow rare fruits and vegetables. 

But the gardens had been left to the 
elements for 50 years before a project 
was launched to bring them back to life. 

The gardens, which were first opened 
in 1775, are now once again growing 
and selling some of the finest ingredi¬ 
ents around, with some of the county’s 
top chefs and restaurants now using the 
produce. 

Former royal gardener Phil Allen 
spent the first 12 months clearing 
weeds and vegetation from the flower 
beds and the greenhouses, ready to 


grow local produce for the public. And 
two years after the scheme was first 
launched Phil and his team are finally 
seeing the fruits of their labour. 

Because of the small scale nature of 
the walled gardens scheme, Phil said 
it was important to grow varieties of 
fruits, vegetables and spices people may 
not have come across before. 

“Our heritage tomatoes are full of fla¬ 
vour and different to what you find in 
supermarkets,” he said. 

“We have different types of garlic, 15 
varieties of lettuce and we sell black po¬ 
tatoes. 

“We sell nine different radishes, which 
all taste different. The rule for them is 
the hotter the climate they are grown in 
the hotter the radish will be. 

“Our squashes and pumpkins are 
selling well and our secret for them is 
to cure them in the sun for two weeks 
because the starch turns to sugar, giving 
them a sweeter taste. 

“Cucamelons are a cross between cu¬ 
cumbers and melons, and are used in a 
local restaurant. 

“Our red and white yuckili leaves 
are pear-drop shaped and are believed 
to have medicinal qualities that help 
prevent breast cancer if they are cured 
properly. They are what’s known as ‘su¬ 
perfoods’. 

“Superfoods are all about how you 
grow stuff. For instance, eating pea 
shoots is a bit of fad but our pumpkins 
are left in the ground for eight to nine 
months, so they soak up all the nutri¬ 
ents. 

“Our perilla leaves are used to wrap 
sushi. They are red and if you leave 
them with anything for about half and 
hour they will turn the food the same 
colour. They are great to use in oriental 
pickles. 

“Flower sprouts are a cross between 
kale and Brussels sprouts, with all the 
healthy benefits of both. 

“We import seeds from all over the 
world and sometimes our friends bring 
us things back when they go on holiday.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



I have long been an enthusias¬ 
tic supporter of solar power, both 
small scale and farm scale solar 
for several reasons; it enables 
everyone to become engaged 
with renewable energy through 
solar panels on the roof of the 
house; ‘big’ solar panels do not 
cause unsightly damage to our 
landscapes if sited sympatheti¬ 
cally; solar power is infinite, and 
new technology will make new 
generation, battery based solar 
a major source of power in the 
future when our energy supply 
will become completely decar¬ 
bonised; solar farms can be lo¬ 
cated close to the grid, making 
unsightly pylons unnecessary; 
and the solar industry provides 
a lot of jobs in Montgomeryshire, 
many in the Machynlleth area, 
where it’s always been difficult to 
attract other jobs. 

When the Coalition Govern¬ 
ment came to power in 2010, 
solar power was given a massive 
boost. A budget for renewables 
development was set for ten 
years - up to 2020. Confusing¬ 
ly this budget is known as the 
Levy Control Framework. It’s 
best to just think of it as a 10- 
year budget. It was set to rise 
to around £8 billion per year by 
2020, a figure considered very 
generous at the time. Unfortu¬ 
nately, investment in renewa¬ 
bles was so hugely successful, 
that when the new Secretary of 
State took office earlier this year, 
she found that the budget had 
already been overspent, with 
pledges made after five years 
committing to over £9 billion per 
year already exceeding the 2020 
target. 

In my view, far too much of 
the renewables budget has gone 
to support onshore wind devel¬ 
opment, which is another story! 
And the Treasury is rightly so 
committed to bringing our Na¬ 
tional Debt under control that 
no more money is being made 
available. Inevitably all the sub¬ 
sidy schemes are being cut, 
many ended. At present, there 
is a consultation taking place 
on how best to proceed in re¬ 
spect of solar subsidy, known as 
Feed-in Tariffs. The consultation 
ends this week. I have had sev¬ 
eral discussions with Ministers 
about the future of solar power, 
and hope my involvement will 
make a difference. I hope that a 
realistic level of solar subsidy will 
continue for next three years at 
least. I accept there must be a 
big reduction in levels of subsidy 
for solar development, but not to 
the extent of killing it off. The so¬ 
lar industry tell me it will be only 
a few years until no subsidy will 
be needed at all. It would make 
no economic sense to build up 
an industry on the back of major 
subsidy to almost self-sustain¬ 
ability, only to then destroy the 
industry by ending subsidy too 
quickly.

MUST I INFORM COUNCIL IF I WANT TO SELL HOME 
I BOUGHT UNDER RIGHT TO BUY SCHEME? 

Q: In 2005 I purchased the house I was renting from the Council under the government’s Right to Buy scheme. Now I want to sell the property and move. Do I need 
to inform the Council about this? 

A: As from 10th August 2005, anyone purchasing a property under the Right to Buy scheme is bound by a covenant called “The Right of First Refusal. Under section 
156A of the Housing Act 1985 (as amended by the Housing Act 2004) the Right of First Refusal applies where there is to be a disposal, e,g. a sale. 

The Right of First Refusal was introduced by The Housing Act 2004 to allow social landlords to buy back homes purchased under the Right to Buy scheme and which 
the owner then wants to sell on. The Government’s aim was to provide a mechanism through which homes sold under the Right to Buy scheme can revert to being 
social housing where a need exists, at a price that is fair to owners of such properties who wish to resell them, without imposing any undue delay. 

Leaseholders and Freeholders who purchased their property through the Right to Buy scheme after 10th August 2005 and who wish to resell the property within 10 
years of it being transferred to them must offer their former landlord the Right of First Refusal on purchasing the property. 

The former landlord can mean the Council who conveyed the Right to Buy on the property, or its successor if the Council’s housing stock is transferred to another 
Housing Authority, or another registered Social Landlord nominated by the former landlord. Your solicitor can advise on the procedure for offering your property to the 
council in accordance with the rules.

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Rare soccer 
medal to go 
up for auction 

ONE of Shropshire’s oldest and rarest 
football medals is set to fetch around 
£400 at an auction next week. 

The 12 carat gold Welsh Cup win¬ 
ner’s medal was awarded to Edward 
Hodnett after he helped Oswestry 
United win the Welsh Cup on April 
8,1901,just a few weeks after the 
death of Queen Victoria. 

Now, more than a century later, the 
medal is expected to sell for between 
£300 and £500 at Graham Budd Auc¬ 
tions in London on Tuesday. 

It is part of an extraordinary col¬ 
lection of Wales football memorabilia, 
worth around £50,000 that includes 
international jerseys and caps that is 
being put up for sale by Ceri Stennet- 
t,a leading authority on Welsh foot¬ 
ball. 

Oswestry United,who won the 
Welsh Cup in 1901,was one of Brit¬ 
ain’s first football clubs.lt was 
founded in 1860,which was 26 years 
before Shrewsbury Town was founded 
in 1886 and 28 years before the Foot¬ 
ball League was founded in 1888. 

United won the Welsh Cup in 1901 
by beating Ruabon-based Druids FC 
1-0 in the final,watched by 7,000 peo¬ 
ple, at the Racecourse Ground,Wrex¬ 
ham._

nip Paterson spells 
out fracking view 

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son said “real jobs” are at risk if ac¬ 
cess to shale gas is blocked in the UK. 

He made the claim while discussing 
Scotland’s current moratorium on 
fracking - the controversial method of 
using water to fracture underground 
shale to release gas. 

He said the USA had actually re¬ 
duced carbon emissions while exploit¬ 
ing its own shale gas, and the nation’s 
environment agency could not give 
him a single example of water being 
polluted by the process on a recent 
visit. 

“We would all be better off if we 
extracted gas ourselves,” Mr Pater¬ 
son said, but added the chance would 
be scuppered “if we in any way water 
down our regulations.” 

Mr Paterson, who was speaking 
during BBC Radio 4’s Any Questions 
debate in Aberdeen last week said the 
UK had a proud record in safe fossil 
fuel extraction. 

“Here we are in Aberdeen where we 
have done it,” he said.

The Fox Inn has been restored to 
its former glory by the Cheadle Free 
Houses company. At the helm of the 
Fox Inn is licensee Derek Ashley.

“This country is a long way away so any 
relationship would be via internet, news¬ 
letters and perhaps a reception when the 
Japanese Guides attend Wales.” 

Councillors are expected to discuss the 
issue further in the coming weeks.

Region needs 
support says 
area's AM 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE AM Russell

“It’s their initiative but we’re happy to 
provide a good site for it, and at weekends, 
when most of our events are on, it’s going 
to be a really good thing for us to have near 
by.” 

The defibrillator was paid for by the 
bowling club, which paid £1,330 out of its 
funds, while the parish church covered the 
£230 costs of installation. 

Tony Durnell, bowling club treasurer, 
said: “We were a bit concerned because we 
had a few falls and two people have died on 
the green over the past 10 years. 

“We started by organising a first aid 
course and from there we had a talk from 
the West Midlands Ambulance Service and 
they talked about defibrillators. 

“There have been several appearing 
around the town, mainly through the 
Oswestry & Border Chronicle’s Keeping 
Oswestry Alive campaign, and we were 
quite enthusiastic about getting one and 
approved the money from our fundswithout 
waiting to fundraise.” 

The equipment is now available to any¬ 
one who needs it in the area. In the event 
of a medical emergency a 999 operator can 
give out a code to unlock the box so that the 
defibrillator can be used.

Town care 
campaigner 
dies aged 87 

A HOSPITAL campaigner has died at 
the age of 87 after a life dedicated to 
public service. 

Alex Duffus arrived in Oswestry 
in 1960 as the divisional highways 
surveyor based at the former Salop 
County Council’s highways depot in 
Whittington. 

In 1966 he became senior assistant 
county surveyor based at Shirehall, 
Shrewsbury. Mr Duffus was also 
secretary of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion Housing Association involved 
in the building of Unicorn Court in 
Oswestry, 

When he retired in 1984 Mr Duffus 
took on the role of chairman of the ac¬ 
tion group trying to prevent the clo¬ 
sure of Oswestry & District Hospital. 
He went on to help raise funds for the 
MRI scanner at Oswestry Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital. 

Mr Duffus gave 25 years of service 
to education in Oswestry as governor 
at the town’s secondary schools as 
they went through reorganisation. 
He was chairman of Oswestry Cricket 
Club for many years in the 1970s and 
80s, a keen shooting man, a member 
of Wynnstay Bowling Club, an enthu¬ 
siastic gardener and devoted family 
mam_

Woman stole 
from company, 
court is told 

A SINGLE mother struggling to deal with pay day loan 
companies stole more than £4,500 from her former em¬ 
ployers, a court heard, but will have to repay only £500. 

Victoria Edwards duplicated invoices on a total of 12 oc¬ 
casions to the amount of £4,651 while working in the ac¬ 
counts department at Tudor Griffiths Builders Merchants 
at Maesbury Road, Oswestry. 

The 28-year-old had issued refunds for the full amount 
listed on invoices but had deliberately credited the money 
to her own account instead of back to the original cus¬ 
tomer, said Mike Phillips, prosecuting at Shrewsbury Mag¬ 
istrates Court. 

Edwards, of Erw Wen, Morda near Oswestry, admitted 
one charge of fraud by false representation on Tuesday. 

Justine McVitie, for Edwards, said her client was strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet, and had descended into a vicious 
cycle of debt to various pay-day loans companies. 

In addition, Edwards was said to be “in a depressed 
state”, and to have considerable self-esteem issues. 

Sentencing, district judge TJ Rose said Edwards had 
“self-evident difficulties relating to childcare, and had is¬ 
sues with her health”. 

He said he also took into account the fact that Edwards 
has no previous convictions on her record, and also of her 
early guilty plea. 

He warned her that she could still be pursued for the 
remaining amount by other civil recovery means, but that 
he could only order her to repay a maximum of £500 - the 
maximum amount allowable by the court. 

Edwards was also ordered to complete 120 hours of un¬ 
paid work, which will be supervised by the probation ser¬ 
vice

“The attacks were very unpleas¬ 
ant and frightening. I couldn’t 
breathe,” she explained. 

“I had that sort of paralysing fear. 
I felt powerless. I’d be swamped 
with negative thoughts, that I 
wasn’t good enough because I 
couldn’t cope. 

“It was horrid because, in real¬ 
ity, I’m a very positive person 


really but once I got an attack I 
couldn’t deal with it. Everything 
was out of proportion. Although 
my head would be telling me it’s 
silly I couldn’t get myself out of 
it. I was all off kilter. You get 
further and further down into a 
depression that you feel you can’t 
pull yourself back up. I was in a 
very low and dark place and I 
knew I needed to do something 
about it.” 

When Sally saw and advertise¬ 
ment for Miruji, 18 months ago, 
she felt she had nothing to lose. 
On top of her anxieties she was 
also coping with bereavement af¬ 
ter the death of her elderly father. 
She began using the Miruji chair 
three times a week and for the 
first time in her life, she began to 
beat back her depression.

“I’m under the neurolo¬ 
gist at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital - she’s very 
pleased with me and my 
GP said she was really 
surprised by my transfor¬ 
mation. I feel a different 
person. I go to Miruji two 
or three times a week. I’ve 
just renewed my member¬ 
ship for a second year. I feel 
brilliant and all my children 
say dad’s a new man.”

A WOMAN who fell seriously ill 
with an aggressive blood cancer 10 
months ago is backing her broth¬ 
er and his friend’s challenge to run 
the London Marathon for Leukae¬ 
mia Care. 

Thea Wilson, who used to live in St Martins 
near Oswestry, has to return to hospital every 
12 weeks for the next three years but says she 
has refused to let the cancer change her. 


Despite five weeks in isolation at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital having aggres¬ 
sive chemotherapy treatment Thea, 38, from 
Burwarton in south Shropshire, held a major 
fundraiser with the help of friends soon after 
being discharged and has since gone on to re¬ 
turn to running and her beloved horse riding. 

She said: “I was lucky, I made it, still smil¬ 
ing and undefeated. Life is still turbulent, my 
body acutely aware of the chemical assault 
and recovering from the tsunami of devasta¬ 


tion. Every 12 weeks I check myself into the 
cancer unit as a patient, I take a deep breath 
as they draw the aspirate, I forget the pain 
and think of all the things I still have to do. I 
compartmentalise the action and the potential 
consequence. This 12-week cycle is my life for 
the next few years. 

“I have climbed two of the UK’s biggest 
mountains, I have gone back to work and I am 
loving every minute of my job. 

“This is who I was before the cancer and I 


refuse to let this disease change me. We are 
human, fight or flight - I chose fight.” 

Thea is now hoping people will get behind 
her brother, Jody Wilson and his running 
friend Jason Turner from Oswestry who are 
doing the London Marathon in aid of Leukae¬ 
mia Care. 

They are holding a range of fundraisers to 
ensure they make as much money as possible 
for the charity, which has given them Golden 
Bond places.

THE Oswestry and Border Chroni¬ 
cle’s We Mean Business campaign 
celebrates and champions local 
business. As well as our weekly We 
Mean Business campaign profiles 
which turn the focus on some of 
the area’s leading firms, we are also 
running a series of special features. 
This week we look at two separate 
businesses - one which is marking 
a landmark birthday and the other 
which is looking forward to a bright 
future. 

It was in danger of becoming just an¬ 
other run down stop on a railway line - 
until a train enthusiast geography teach¬ 
er and his students stepped in to re-open 
the booking office. 

Today Railway Gobowen Station on the 
Shrewsbury to Chester line is busy with com¬ 



muters and visitors to the area who can use the 
facilities and even enjoy refreshments at the 
station’s own cafe. 

The transformation is thanks to those pu¬ 
pils, the students from Derwen College who 
run the cafe and the Severn Dee Travel com¬ 
pany that grew from what started as a school 
project. Severn Dee, a not for profit company, 
has just celebrated its 20th anniversary, ar¬ 
ranging travel not only for those who use 
Gobowen station but group rail travel across 
Britain. In July 1993, following the closure of 
the original booking office, rail buff, the late 
David Lloyd, stepped in with his students from 
Moreton Hall, an independent girls’ school. 

They not only restored the booking office 


but provided a telephone inquiry service and 
customer announcement system on what oth¬ 
erwise would have become an unmanned rail¬ 
way halt. It was run as one of Moreton Hall’s 
business enterprise schemes for a number of 
years, then taken over by Severn Dee Travel 
in 1995, with Mr Lloyd at the helm until he 
passed away. To celebrate the 20th anniversary 
of the travel company commuters were treated 
to a surprise breakfast on the platform, pre¬ 
pared by the Derwen College students. 

Tony Dart, one of the directors of Severn 
Dee Travel, said: “We are proud of our 20 years 
of providing a rail travel service and advice 
to the residents of Oswestry and district and 
members of the public using Gobowen railway 
station. 

“We thanked our customers with a commut¬ 
er’s breakfast.” 

He said that it was hard work competing 
with online railway ticket sales but said Sev¬ 
ern Dee Travel offered much more than simply 
booking a ticket. “We aim to give rail travellers 
the best independent rail travel advice and are 


able to sell all rail tickets,” he said. “Unlike 
some internet sites we charge neither a book¬ 
ing fee nor a credit card fee. 

“The facilities provided here are almost 
wholly financed by the small commission we 
are paid when we sell tickets. 

“We urge people to help us continue to offer 
the facilities at Gobowen including the waiting 
room by buying their tickets from us.” 

Severn Dee Travel is also experienced in 
arranging group rail travel from schools and 
colleges across the UK. 

While Gobowen Railway Station is celebrat¬ 
ing a landmark occasion, a different celebra¬ 
tion was held in the village of Kinnerley near 
Oswestry. For the village has had its pub saved 
thanks to the incredible generosity of a local 
couple. 

Les and Norma Jones stepped in after hear¬ 
ing that the village’s Cross Keys pub was at 
risk of being lost forever. The pub was under 
threat from developers. 

The developers wanted to change the pub 
into housing. 


The move would have meant another Shrop¬ 
shire village had lost another of its pubs, a 
scene being repeated throughout the country. 

But the couple showed true community 
spirit, and incredible generosity, by buying 
the historic building. Mr Jones, a builder, said 
he made the move because he wanted to give 
something back to the village. The future of 
the pub is now in the hands of the local com¬ 
munity which has to raise funds to restore the 
premises. An open day will be held this week¬ 
end so members of the community can see 
what has to be done and give their views. The 
Cross Keys Action Committee is now working 
with Shropshire Council community officers 
and the parish council to look for grants and 
drawing up ideas for the future of the building, 
some of which dates back to the 17th century. 

The open day will be held on Saturday be¬ 
tween 10am and 3pm. Robert Dapling, chair¬ 
man of the local group of campaigners who 
worked to save the pub, said there was a lot 
of work to be done to the premises before it 
could reopen.

Norman Wood’s shop lies empty 
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Tales of young recruits 
are revealed in book 


It became a seating area 

THE changing face of Market Drayton... 

Here is a sequence of photos which record the 
disappearance of what was described as Market 
Drayton’s oldest shop - we presume by that it 
meant the longest established, as the building 
doesn’t look especially ancient - and what came 
to replace it. 

The site was, and of course is, on the corner of Staf¬ 
ford Street and High Street and what happened to Nor¬ 
man Wood’s shop and the aftermath caused a bit of a 
controversy. The shop had been empty for two years 
when it was demolished, but what happened then was 
that the building adjoining it on the right was shored up 
with timber trusses, although that must have happened 
after our second photo was taken with the rubble still 
in situ. 

The upshot was that Market Drayton Parish Council, 
which had campaigned for the shop to be pulled down, 
now complained that the site was an eyesore. The 
town’s chamber of trade agreed with that, with Don 
Bradbury of the chamber saying the shoring up made it 
an even worse eyesore than it had been before. 

The last picture in the sequence shows the little seat¬ 
ing area which was eventually created there. 

As for the dates - our photos do not carry any - we 
are looking in the region of 1969 for the demolition, and 
the shoring up was certainly there in November 1969, 
as we have a separate picture in our files showing it at 
that time. 

Other interesting points are the posters in the shop 
window, the right hand one being for “Beatsmarket 
Disco Club” and the left hand one for “HMS Pinafore.” 

The pub with the hanging sign on the left is the Uni¬ 
corn Inn. 


SOME of the recruits at RAF 
Bridgnorth were fine young men, 
easy to train, and were to be¬ 
come a credit to the uniform. 

But others were to try the patience 
of the instructors training them. And 
in one case in the 1950s a corporal 
lost patience entirely, and hung the 
hapless recruit from the barrack room 
rafters by his webbing straps, leaving 
him dangling there to teach him a les¬ 
son as an example to the others. 

The story is told in a book by the last 
British survivor of the legendary Dambus- 
ters mission, who was an officer at RAF 
Bridgnorth at the time of the recruit inci¬ 
dent, and was to give evidence at the court 
martial which followed. 

“The recruit complained about his treat¬ 
ment and there was a huge fuss,” said 
Johnny Johnson, who is now 93. 

George “Johnny” Johnson had joined 
the RAF in 1940. He eventually became a 
Squadron Leader and left the RAF in 1962. 

His time at Bridgnorth seems to have 
been around 1956 and into 1957. 

In his book, The Last British Dambuster, 
Johnny writes: “My next move was to RAF 
Bridgnorth in Shropshire and No 7 School 
of Recruit Training. The reaction of most 
of my colleagues was ‘Jesus, Johnny, Tech 
Command, Recruit Training School - what 
a bloody bore!’ 

“From my point of view it wasn’t quite 
as bad as that because it would give me my 
first experience of man management. Up 
until then, all my work had been involved 
with aircrew or on operations. I felt that 
this would be good experience. 

“We went up to Bridgnorth, managed to 
get into married quarters, and I started as 
a Flight Commander. We had an intake of 
over 200 individuals broken up into four 
flights, two flights per squadron. We had 
corporal drill instructors for each of those 
flights.” 

Shortly after arriving at Bridgnorth, 
his promotion came through to Squadron 
Leader. 

As regards that recruit incident, he tells 
how he gave evidence at the court martial 
that the Welsh recruit was useless and the 
corporal was an exemplary NCO. The cor¬ 
poral lost his stripes and was sentenced to

28 days in the glasshouse, later reduced to 
seven. 

The recruit was later caught stealing a 
watch, court martialled, and dishonourably 
discharged. 

In 1957, the time came for Johnny and 
his wife to move on from Bridgnorth. 

“Bridgnorth had been a good posting for 
us. The work was satisfying, the social life 
was fun and we had the family around us. 
Apart from anything else, I learned to drive 
there and passed my test (second attempt), 
as did Gwyn (first attempt).” 

He left in the latter part of the year and 
took up a new posting in Singapore. 

In the Dambusters mission, Johnny 
was a bomb aimer in one of the Lancaster 
bombers which attacked the Sorpe dam. 
In this lesser-known episode to the dams 
attack, which was ignored in the famous 
1950s movie, the construction of the dam 
called for the bomb to be dropped, rather 
than bounced on the water. Johnny’s aim 
was true and the dam was hit, but was not 
breached. For his exploits, he was awarded 
the Distinguished Flying Medal. 

The story of RAF Bridgnorth, an air base 
without an airfield, has been researched by 
Bridgnorth local historian Clive Gwilt for 
a book which is on sale at the town’s infor¬ 
mation centre. 

Clive says it was created on Novem¬ 
ber 6, 1939, at Stanmore, to the east of 
Bridgnorth. 

“However, as RAF Stanmore Park al¬ 
ready existed in Middlesex, it was named 
RAF Bridgnorth. Although during its ex¬ 
istence, various static aeroplanes were dis¬ 
played as gate guardians, RAF Bridgnorth 
never had a runway. 

“The first unit stationed there was No. 
4 Recruit Centre. Their role was to carry 
out the basic training of new recruits in 
the RAF In 1940 spare accommodation 
at Bridgnorth enabled it to be used as a 
transit and kitting out centre for troops 
returning from France. In 1941 the station 
was renamed No.l Women’s Auxiliary Air 
Force Depot involved with the training of 
WAAF recruits. 1942 saw another change 
of name to the No.l Elementary Air Nav-

igation School. Other changes subsequent 
took place as dictated by the needs of the 
war effort. 

“Only after the war ended in 1945 could 
the station revert to its original task of pro¬ 
viding basic training to recruits, as the No.7 
School of Recruit Training. It retained that 
name until closure in 1963. The unit badge 
carries the motto ‘This is the gate, the walls 
are men.’ 

“On Armistice Sunday, November 6, 
1949, a massed parade of 3,400 men sup¬ 
ported the Mayor of Bridgnorth. In April 
1950 the Borough of Bridgnorth granted 
RAF Bridgnorth the Freedom of Entry to 
the town. It was the first RAF station to be 
granted Freedom of Entry in the UK. On 
June 7, 1951, RAF Bridgnorth exercised its 
right for the first time to march through the 
town, via the North Gate, with bayonets 


fixed, drums beating and colours flying. A 
Lancaster flew overhead. That was only 
possible after the RAF service had received 
the Kings Colours on May 26, 1951. 

“Tens of thousands of recruits passed 
through Bridgnorth for their initial eight 
weeks training or ‘square bashing’ as it was 
called. Very few remained unaffected by the 
experience and many, even 60 years later, 
remember it well. For many it was their 
first time away from home and it became 
their first step into the wide world. Former 
recruits and permanent staff are now found 
scattered throughout the world. 

“The station closed down on Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 8, 1963. A commemorative plaque 
was unveiled on the former 3 Wing mess 
hall/cook house chimney on May 28, 1994. 
That’s in the part of the former RAF station 
that’s now a country park.” 


Map gives clue to the location of town’s 12-acre pool 


HERE’S an idea to boost Newport’s lei¬ 
sure “offer”. 

Why not reinstate the town’s historic lake? 
Complete with ducking stool. 

Newport’s watery connections are evident 
in its very name, and also in streets such as 
Water Lane. 

But a map of Newport in 1680 which was discov¬ 
ered in the county archives in the 1970s by Mr J.W. 
Hardin, of Vineyard Drive in the town, gave a clue 
as to the location of the 12-acre Newport Pool of 
yesteryear. 

Part of the map In the wake of the Great Fire of Newport in 


1665, it seems that in 1680 a Mr William Hill was 
instructed to make a new survey, which took him 
two years. 

His map shows the position and extent of the 
Newport Pool, which stretched from the canal 
bridge to the junction of High Street and Welling¬ 
ton Road. 

Lake 

On the town side, land was owned by “Widdow 
Sampson, Wm. Stanton Junr., Hawkins and others, 
and Wm. Stanton Senr.” The canal must have fol¬ 
lowed the bed of the old lake. 

There was a dam on the other side of the bridge 


and a sluice gate to allow the Strine to flow out. 

Salters Lane and Longford Road are shown as the 
main throughfare out of Newport in the direction of 
Wellington, while today’s Wellington Road is shown 
as a narrow track. At the rear of Salters Hall was 
the Mil-croft, where a large windmill stood for cen¬ 
turies. 

In the vicinity of Farm Grove and Boughey Road 
was the Mundy Brook, flowing into the Strine, and 
where it crossed the Longford Road, creating a ford, 
were the Little Stepping Stones and the Great Step¬ 
ping Stones. Within the triangle formed by Upper 
Bar, Wellington Road and Granville Road was an 
area of more than two acres called Bembow’s Yard.

tenance can play a role in its future. 

This year he leads SPAB’s (Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings) an¬ 
nual National Maintenance Week cam- 
paign to encourage owners of all sorts of 


buildings to be aware of the importance 
of regular care. 

Neil Oliver - a familiar face from popular TV 
programmes including, Coast, The Vikings, A 
History of Scotland and A History of Ancient 
Britain - is leading this year’s campaign to 
make people aware of the importance of win¬ 


ter property maintenance. Neil says: “When I 
travelled round the country for BBC’s Coast 
series, the importance of protecting a build¬ 
ing against the ravages of the wind and the 
weather was very apparent. I could see it was 
a constant battle. 

“Maintenance makes a difference - never 


put it off. As an archaeologist I’m very familiar 
with the care challenges faced by significant, 
historic buildings which don’t conform to a 
standard pattern. Planned and regular mainte¬ 
nance is vital to ensure that they have a future 
as well as a past. That message is equally ap¬ 
plicable to buildings of all types and all ages.”

Sisters going Dutch as 
business gathers pace 


Dealership 
could fill 
up plot at 
Battlefield 

A NEW car dealership could be opened on 
the entrance to the Battlefield Enterprise 
Park in Shrewsbury, as the final plots on 
the site begin to take shape. 

Morris Property, which has developed a signifi¬ 
cant portion of the business estate, is building an 
extension to the Technology Supplies Ltd ware¬ 
house at the Battlefield Way entrance. 

At the same time, it is clearing a 1.5-acre patch of 
land beside the new warehouse, and is hoping to find 
a motor company for a design-and-build dealership on 
the site, known as Kings Park.

It has a strong design and 
brand at Mercedes opposite, and we are delighted that 
Travis Perkins came to the other corner. 

“Hopefully, it will attract another strong brand to re¬ 
locate, and we feel it’s ideally suited to a 15 to 20,000 sq 
ft showroom with vehicle workshop similar to the VW 
dealership at the other end of the park at the Vanguard 
Lane gateway.” 

Morris has three plots left to develop on Vanguard 
Park on Battlefield. It plans to continue its trade coun¬ 
ter buildings behind the current VW dealership on that 
two-acre plot. 

The property business has continued to expand its 
portfolio of buildings on the business park in recent 
years, building throughout the economic downturn. 

“We have been really pleased with how things have 
gone,” Ms Lowe added. 

“Morris went on building through the recession, and 
if you have confidence in the product it’s infectious, 
and people share your confidence and come along with 
you. We have ensured we have stuck with it and it’s 
proved very successful.” 

Lender invests 
£1.5m to grow 
its operation 

AN invoice finance company in Shrop¬ 
shire is planning to treble its lending and 
bring in new staff following a £1.5 million 
investment in the business. 

Hitachi Invoice Finance is based in Telford’s 
Stafford Park Industrial Estate, and is now set 
to move to new premises to help the company 
grow. Originally established by Steve Smith and 
Graham Wildgoose as Sygnet Invoice Finance in 
the early 1990s, the business is now part of the 
much bigger Hitachi Capital Group. 

It employs 60 people in the world of invoice finance - 
which sees companies borrow against unpaid invoices 
- and lends about £65 million. 

Now the business is planning a £1.5 million invest¬ 
ment in new premises, the location of which is cur¬ 
rently being kept under wraps, and an expansion of 
the workforce to about 120. 

The move will also see Hitachi look to treble the 
amount of money it lends and is hoping to find more 
Shropshire businesses who are looking for alternative 
sources of finance. 

“We are trebling the office size with a view to dou¬ 
bling staff numbers and trebling the size of the busi¬ 
ness over the next three to four years,” said Mr Smith, 
who is now managing director of the Telford-based in¬ 
voice financing operation. 

“It’s really exciting. At the moment everybody is 
feeling really excited. 

“We are part of a fantastic group with a great brand 
name, and it’s by being part of that we have become 
trusted by smaller businesses. We are spending record 
amounts on marketing, we have a great product and 
a great team so it’s now about getting businesses to 
know about us.” 

The invoice finance business was sold to London 
Scottish Bank in 1999, when it was based in Newport, 
then moved on again to Hitachi in 2008. 


SELLING Dutch delicacies may 
sound like a niche market, but two 
sisters in Shropshire are enjoying 
success in business having start¬ 
ed out doing just that. 

Annelies and Rosanne van Mourik 
run ART Foods in Eaton Constantine 
near Shrewsbury, and have now seen 
their 18-month-old start-up shortlisted 
for a family business award. 

Beginning with the likes of bitterballen - 
bread covered, flavoursome meatballs - and 
Fritessaus - a central European chip dip 
- the business is now expanding to offer a 
range of pan-European snacks. 

The sisters, aided by their father Thomas 
van Mourik, the founder and chief executive 
of logistics firm Culina, have a wholesale op¬ 
eration as well as an online shop. 

They hope to be able to shake up the snack 
market, and have already employed two part- 
time staff. 

Now the company is representing Shrop¬ 
shire at the 2015 Midlands Family Business 
Awards, in the International Development 
category. 

“It started at my wedding,” said Roseanne. 
“We had some of the bitterballen, which are 
very popular Dutch snacks. 

“We thought we would try bringing them 
over so people in the UK could give them a 
try. One thing led to another and it ended 
up as an online shop, and with a wholesale 
operation.” 

A.R.T. imports many goods from Dutch 
manufacturer Royaan, and has expanded its 
range to tapas and croquettes. 

Its biggest customer is de Hem’s, London’s 
only Dutch cafe-bar. 

“We don’t really have any competition,” 
Roseanne said. “We have the facilities to be 
able to package and ship frozen goods. 

“All the products are typically made in 
Holland, and warehoused at Grocontinental 
at Whitchurch. “We go through maybe 30 or 
40 orders a week.” 

She added: “We would like the online shop 
to keep going as it is, but our main focus is 
the wholesale, the volume.”

Tree packs 
offer to aid 
woodland 
schemes 

FOR centuries native trees and woods 
have provided services and benefits to 
farmers and society. 

Many farmers and landowners are recognising 
the benefits of trees and woodland as part of the 
farmed landscape. 

The Woodland Trust is keen to help those 
farmers who recognise the benefits of woods and 
trees. It offers not just advice and support, but 
also trees. One way they can do this is by provid¬ 
ing packs of trees for farms at just one third of 
the cost price. 

These packs are available for planting on agricul¬ 
tural land in Wales. 

There are packs of 210 trees to create a native tree 
belt. There are also special pollinator packs of 210 trees 
and shrubs designed to benefit bees and other pollina¬ 
tors, with species that flower at different times pro¬ 
viding nectar, pollen and nesting sites. The trees are 
40cm to 60cm in height and they should be sufficient to 
create a wooded strip 10m by 125m. They all contain a 
mixture of native trees carefully selected to fulfil their 
particular purpose. 

The trees are UK-sourced and grown. They come 
with spiral guards and canes to protect them from rab¬ 
bits, but the landowner will need to provide stock proof 
fencing. The trust is making this offer as it is keen to 
encourage landowners to plant trees. 

Finally, there are wood pasture packs with 20 larger 
trees with guards to create a grazed pasture area with 
tree cover. These are suitable for creating woodland 
pasture grazed by sheep, but not cattle or horses. 

The Woodland Trust’s Farm Tree packs contain a 
mixture of native trees including oak, birch, rowan, 
cherry, goat willow and crab apple. They are available 
for £55 plus VAT for the native tree belt or pollinator 
pack, or £79 plus VAT for the woodland pasture pack.

Changes on 
way for some 
under BPS 

AS the second year of the Basic Payment 
Scheme (BPS) approaches, the rules re¬ 
main much the same in England but farm¬ 
ers in Wales face several key changes. 

“In England the greening requirements re¬ 
main unchanged despite continuing lobbying to 
simplify CAP and remove the three crop rule,” 
said Mark Morison, a partner with Berrys at 
Shrewsbury. 

“Research by the NFU indicates that 23 per cent 
of farms surveyed changed their cropping to meet the 
crop diversity requirement and in turn the argument 
has been submitted that the rule artificially interferes 
with market supply and only increases on-farm bu¬ 
reaucracy.” 

For farmers in Wales, the Welsh Government pub¬ 
lished their 2016 greening booklet in July and Mark 
said key changes for 2016 include: 

• Additional restrictions on fallow land, particularly 
where sown to grass cover during the fallow period 

• Wooded strips to qualify alongside hedges for EFA 

• Hedges and wooded strips with gaps up to 4m el- 
igble for EFA 

• Lengths of hedge or wooded strips more than 10m 
wide will be measured using canopy, lengths where can¬ 
opy exceeds 10m excluded 

• EFA not identified on inspection to be compensated 
for by EFA found elsewhere (even if undeclared) 

• Up to 5m buffers permitted between EFA feature 
and ploughing line, anymore and relevant EFA length 
ineligible. 

• All EFAs to be mapped before payment 

• New maps to be released for areas identified as en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive permanent grass 

• Pure sown leguminous crops to be classed as arable 
rather than herbaceous forage for crop diversification/ 
land use

The Legend of the Glen - by Ben Waddams 


WE, as followers of this wonder¬ 
ful thing called natural history, 
are constantly on the lookout 
for interesting and notable crea¬ 
tures. 

If we can spare a moment, we might 
tell a friend about a recent observation 
or peculiar behaviour we may have 
witnessed. But better still we can en¬ 
thuse others with the sights, sounds 
and smells - especially the younger 
generation. 

Often it is a good idea to get children 
excited about nature through hands-on 
learning and interactions with small spe¬ 
cies. Insects, amphibians and reptiles are 
usually a good start. But how about taking 
them back to the time of the dinosaurs, to 
a primeval land of mystery, atmosphere 
and hair-raising ambience? That’s gotta 
work! Well such a place exists; however it’s 
only for a few weeks in October and I must 
admit, it’s not quite in Shropshire. Instead 
of going to the zoo (or better still ‘as well 
as’) this October half term, why not try 
and seek out the greatest wildlife drama on 
British soil? Yes, I’m talking about the red 
deer rut. 

The largest land mammals in the UK do 
bloody battle this month and it’s worth get¬ 
ting up early for. Cannock Chase, hugely 
accessible and just a stone’s throw across 
the border in Staffordshire, contains within 
its borders, most of the British deer species, 
both native (red and roe) and alien. 

Now I know what you’re thinking; what 
is this pillock on about? Deer and dino¬ 
saurs?! Bear with. It is hard to put into 
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words my feelings when I first visited the 
Chase a couple of years ago. Pulling up on 
a frosty October dawn, a deserted scene of 
grasses and gorse around me and not an¬ 
other person in sight. Cutting the car en¬ 
gine, stepping out into silence and mist and 
the pink emergence of a still-distant sun. 
Then only to have it and my nerves shat¬ 
tered by an enormous bellowing stag, his 
cries reverberating through the gloom. 

In the distance, a clash of antlers, the 
clash of Titans, fighting for the survival of 
their genes of their name in history. It cer¬ 
tainly felt prehistoric to me. 

Having lived placidly together in bachelor 
groups over the summer, in September the 
mature males develop thickened necks and 
manes, become increasingly aggressive to 
one another, and set off in search of female 
groups and mating grounds. 

We do actually have a few red deer in 
Shropshire, mostly on the Welsh border, 
but they are very hard to spot - even if 
you’re up at the crack of dawn. Attingham 
Park has rutting fallow deer and is of course 
very family-friendly, but for the true, wild 
experience, head for the Chase. 

And don’t just look for the locking of 
antlers. Such performances are prefaced by 
just as testosterone fuelled demonstrations. 
The thrashing of vegetation, wallowing in 
mud and parallel walking to suss out the 


opposition are all an exciting prelude to 
the main event. You may even get to see 
‘bulling’. This bizarre action is performed 
by the female hinds. A hind will mount a 
stag in order to demonstrate her readiness 
to mate and to encourage the stag to do 
so. How very gentle, if a little impatient! 
There’s nothing wrong with thinking of 


‘autumn’ and simultaneously conjuring up 
images of deciduous woodlands, an array 
of mellow colours, wind swept days, and 
acorns and conkers falling to the ground. 
But there’s a lot more to it than that; it 
roars, has sharpened antlers and it weighs 
over 4001bs.

Councillor says 
waste move is 
a'rubbish'idea 

A DECISION to collect waste from homes in Mid Wales 
just once every three weeks has been branded “rubbish” 
by a councillor. 

The new collections will start next month, but residents 
across the county are worried about how they will dispose 
of items including dirty nappies and sanitary products. 

Powys County Council said the new services are being 
brought in to save the cash-strapped authority £480,000. 

But Councillor Gary Price said people from across the 
county had been contacting him with concerns. 

He said: “The decision of the council to press ahead with 
three weekly general waste collections is nothing other 
than short-sighted and rides roughshod over the views ex¬ 
pressed by an overwhelming majority of taxpayers. 

“It is a rubbish decision - literally. 

“Many people have rightly contacted me about this deci¬ 
sion that amounts to totally lunacy with many households 
concerned how they dispose of nappies, sanitary products, 
incontinence pads and such other items and state they al¬ 
ready recycle to maximum capacity yet still have little room 
in their wheeled bin after two weeks.” 

Councillor Price, who is Conservative Party candidate in 
Brecon and Radnorshire for next year’s Welsh Assembly 
elections, said he had tried to table a motion to get the de¬ 
cision reviewed, but said it was unsuccessful. 

He said: “I tabled a motion on behalf of the Welsh Con¬ 
servative Group to be presented to council asking that 
council resolves that the cabinet reviews its decision. 

“I have however been informed that this motion has been 
rejected on the advice of the council’s monitoring officer. 

“They state full council has no democratic rights to call 
in a decision of the cabinet or delegated decision of the in¬ 
dividual executive members. It is perfectly clear to me that 
the Liberal Democrat and Independent county councillors 
are supportive of three weekly collection.” 

Welshpool Town Councillor Estelle Bleivas said said she 
feared the move will lead to an increase in fly-tipping. 

She added: “It really is bad and by reducing the service, I 
am worried it will encourage people to dump their rubbish 
in the streets.” 

But Powys County Council’s cabinet member for waste 
and recycling John Powell said: “The council currently 
faces unprecedented challenges in terms of the manage¬ 
ment of its finances, with a requirement to make savings 
of £27 million across all services over the next three years.”

LIKE generations of children 
before me, including transfixed 
youngsters at the 1904 premiere 
of JM Barrie’s stage play Peter 
Pan, I wholeheartedly believe in 
fairies. 

Alas, I don’t believe in Pan. 

Production designer Aline Bonetto, cos¬ 
tume designer Jacqueline Durran and their 
teams have sprinkled bulging handfuls of 
fairy dust over Joe Wright’s gargantuan pro¬ 
duction to lovingly recreate wartime London 
and colour-saturated Neverland. 

But while this fantasy adventure invites 
our senses on an awfully big adventure, it 
lands with a dull thud where it matters most: 
our hearts. 

The childlike wonder of Barrie’s text has 
been waylaid en route to the second star 
to the right, careening between bombastic 
set pieces without truly understanding the 
characters and the turmoil that drives them. 

In a straight sword fight with Steven 
Spielberg’s flawed 1991 romp Hook, Pan 
unexpectedly comes off second best. 

Wright’s film opens with a mother 
(Amanda Seyfried) tearfully abandoning her 
infant on the steps of The Sisters Of Eternal 
Prudence, Lambeth Home For Boys with a 
handwritten note and a pan flute pendant. 

Twelve years later as bombs rain down 
on 1940s London, the child - Peter (Levi 
Miller) - and best friend Nibs (Lewis Mac- 
Dougall) declare a war of attrition against 
head nun, Mother Barnabas (Kathy Burke). 

One fateful night, pirates abseil through 


the home’s skylights, kidnap the slumber¬ 
ing children and spirit them away to Nev¬ 
erland, where they become the property of 
an ageing seadog called Blackbeard (Hugh 
Jackman). 

The abducted tykes are put to work in the 
mines where Peter befriends a rapscallion 
called Hook (Garrett Hedlund) and learns 
he might be the chosen one of ancient 
prophecy. “I don’t believe in bedtime sto¬ 


ries,” boldly declares Peter, who escapes 
enslavement and gallivants through Never¬ 
land in the company of Hook. 

Pan is a visually stunning grand folly, 
which has been starved of naked human 
emotion. Australian actor Miller’s cor-bli- 
mey-guvnor London accent eludes him on 
a couple of occasions, but he illuminates 
the screen and sparks a pleasing partner¬ 
ship with Jackman’s campy villain. 


Hedlund seems to be auditioning for the 
rumoured Indiana Jones reboot while the 
haphazard script shoehorns verbal and 
visual references to Barrie’s text, sometimes 
with groan-worthy results. 

Thus when Peter wriggles out of Black- 
beard’s clutches, the pirate barks, “So is 
the boy lost?” and a minion replies, “Yes sir, 
he is a lost boy.” 

Wright’s film is lost with him.

Beauty of 
conifers 
often goes 
unnoticed 

GARDENERS who love a riot of colour 
throughout the seasons may dismiss co¬ 
nifers as dull, boring specimens which 
add little to the glory of the garden. 

Indeed, some of us will only really come into 
contact with a conifer in the form of a miniature 
type which we use to gain height in our summer 
or winter containers, surrounded by much more 
colourful bedding or shrubs to fill the pot. 

Yet the conifer has a much wider use than the fill-in 
specimen in containers. It is 
also invaluable in beds and 
borders, providing structure, 
texture and colour when 
everything else has died down 
and looks stunning in winter 
when its foliage is whitened 
with frost or dusted with 
snow. 

Conifers can work as a 
backdrop, standalone, or in a 
border with other plants, from 
making effective screening to 
creating the perfect back¬ 
ground for flower borders or 
accents in rock gardens. They 
are extremely versatile, com¬ 
ing in an amazingly diverse range of shades, textures, 
shapes and sizes, says the Horticultural Trades Asso¬ 
ciation, which has named the conifer its plant of the 
month (October). 

Retailers are creating inspiring displays of conifers 
to encourage gardeners to make the most of these un¬ 
sung year-round garden heroes. 

They are low-maintenance, suit contemporary and 
traditional settings and provide all-year-round inter¬ 
est. They come into their own in the winter and early 
spring, when they are unchallenged by the green of de¬ 
ciduous shrubs and perennials, and come in shades of 
green, gold and brown. 

Of course, the size of your garden will determine your 
choice of conifer. Generally, most conifers look best 
planted where their individual shape and colour can be 
enjoyed without competition from other show-stopping 
plants. Good plant partners include heathers, grasses, 
phormiums and dwarf hebes. 

In formal settings, they can boast stunning architec¬ 
tural value - common box can easily be trimmed into 
balls and cones, Laurus nobilis (sweet bay) looks great 
used as a standard, while 
Taxus baccata (yew) is perfect 
for topiary. Buxus semper- 
virens (common box) is often 
used to create hedges around 
formal beds. 

Some conifers that are 
columnar in shape are re¬ 
ally useful in narrow spaces, 
creating an evergreen fea¬ 
ture which rises out of lower 
planting. The dark green Irish 
yew, Taxus baccata Fastigi- 
ata, is perfect for creating an 
exclamation mark in planting 
because of its slender nature, 
rising out of ground cover such as ivy or periwinkle. 
Red fruits stud the plant in the latter part of the year, 
while the column becomes broader with age. 

As winters have become milder, so Cupressus sem- 
pervirens has bloomed, its narrow structure convey¬ 
ing a Mediterranean atmosphere, ideally paired with 
silver-leaved plants in sunny, drier gardens. It also 
produces heavy cones which weigh down the branches, 
creating a more open, feathery appearance. 

Large gardens can make the most of coniferous ev¬ 
ergreen trees such as pines, with their spiky needles, 
or spruces, with bristling branches. The Austrian 
pine, Pinus nigra, is one of the most widely grown for 
landscape purposes, its large dense head of dark green 
foliage making a brilliant windbreak. It’s also a great 
choice for inhospitable sites as it grows on almost any 
soil. 

Conifers are low-maintenance. They need little prun¬ 
ing except for where green branches appear in trees 
with variegated or coloured foliage. The biggest prob¬ 
lem is that they can grow too large for their site. If you 
buy a dwarf conifer, be aware that in many cases it 
won’t be dwarf but will be slow-growing. However, in 
time it will outgrow its space, although to some extent 
you may be able to keep it under control by trimming. 
If you can’t, you may have to dig it out and start again. 

A few conifers such as yew can be pruned hard and 
will regrow, but most won’t regrow if you make the 
mistake of cutting back into old wood. Yet you can trim 
the foliage as you would a hedge, from spring to late 
summer, to leave a mossy green finish.

Time to give your barbecue a clean before putting it away for winter 


Time for some cleaning 
as the winter approaches 


WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Clean barbecues, garden furniture and 
non-frost-resistant pots and store them for win¬ 
ter. 

2. Finish repotting winter-flowering arum lil¬ 
ies (Zantedeschia aethiopica). 

3. Check ties of climbers and replace as nec¬ 
essary where the shoots are rubbing against 
supports. 

4. Mulch over areas that haven’t been done 
and replenish those areas which have dispersed. 

5. Cut back dead or diseased branches of plum 
and cherry trees after picking. Paint saw cuts 
with wound paint. 

6. Clean water butts to prevent contamination 
of the water and blocked taps. 

7. Plant garlic outdoors in warm areas. 

8. After sowing a new lawn, keep off young 
grass as much as possible until spring. 


9. Sow seeds of pelargoniums in a frost-free 
greenhouse or conservatory. 

10. Start planting container-grown trees and 
shrubs in the garden once there has been enough 
rain to wet the soil thoroughly. 

11. Remove flowers from first year globe arti¬ 
chokes to allow roots to build up. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT- 
Pruning fruit trees 

Early autumn is a good time to prune fruit 
trees to prevent disease, which can become 
worse over the winter. 

With apple and pear trees, cut out any 
branches which are dead, diseased, or crossing 
over. However, do not prune trees which bear 
stoned fruit such as plums, cherries or apricots, 
as this can cause disease rather than preventing 
it.

DESPITE the industriousness of 
this time there is always an air of 
finality around, it feels like get¬ 
ting our affairs in order before 
the big freeze. Although if last 
winter was anything to go by that 
might never come! 

I usually start to take precautions at 
this time of year against any sudden 
cold snaps. 

If I have remembered to take cuttings 
from any half-hardies like pelargoniums, 
fuchsias or Brugmansia I usually put them 
somewhere under cover or against the 
house wall to afford some protection against 
night frosts. If the worst threatens I usually 
take them in to the greenhouse where they 
will stay for the winter. 

Usually I am a little cautious about pot¬ 
ting things on too late. I don’t like the idea 
of my plants being surrounded by a moat 
of compost over winter which might hold 
extra moisture and cause rotting. Peat 
based composts can be very susceptible to 
this so intend to use a loam-based alterna¬ 
tive if I am going to be leaving things in pots 
for a long time. So I tend to prefer a tight fit 
or not to pot on at all. As the plant responds 
to the season and slows down growth its re¬ 
quirements for water and nutrients drop. 
This often means it will sit more happily 
in a smaller pot than at other times of the 
year. 

Hygiene is an important consideration 
when bringing in your precious plants. I 
usually give the greenhouse a good scrub 
down first as it can be a magnet for fungal 
attack.

If you have dahlias or cannas in the 
ground don’t panic if they get a touch of 
frost. As winters are mild these days many 
people just mulch them down heavily and 
leave them in the ground. Only in five or 
six years when the vigour declines do they 
lift and divide. As I garden on clay I like to 
play it safe and lift plants annually. Cannas 
benefit if you can keep them growing over 
winter. They build up nice fat rhizomes 
which either get them off to a good start in 
spring or are ripe for propagation. 

This is also a great time to split herba¬ 
ceous perennials such as geraniums, as- 
trantias and so on. Use only the best pieces 
and discard anything woody or congested, 
usually at the middle of the clump. Replant 
the new pieces with a little compost to settle 
them in and trim back the foliage. The roots 
will continue to grow even without leaves. 

Every gardener knows the satisfaction 
of taking up fallen leaves from prize lawns 
and the frustration when contrary winds 
blow them right back again. Beware of 
those winds if you are planting large shrubs 
and evergreens. Firm plants in to prevent 
the wind rocking them around and pris¬ 
ing precious roots away from contact with 
the soil. Be prepared to water for the next 
few weeks, especially in dry weather as 
pot grown plants are especially vulnerable 
to drought. This is because they are still 
transpiring (that is losing water from their 
leaves) and you have to replace lost water at 
the root as the plant is yet to root out into 
the surrounding soil. 


One thing that I have become more and 
more aware of the more I garden is the 
value of things that die well rather then col¬ 
lapse into a heap on the first misty morning. 
I have also become more aware of autumn 
colour on herbaceous perennials and that if 
you are aware of this you can plan ahead 
and prolong the interest in your borders. 

The grasslike foliage of daylilies (hemero- 
callis) can take on wonderful yellow golden 
tones which work well with the misty blue 
of late flowering aconitum. I would use an 
aconitum called “Royal Flush” which is 
shorter, sturdier and can be planted in be¬ 
tween or just behind your hemerocallis. The 
foliage will form a nice contrast when the 
hemerocallis are in flower and the strong 
blue will be accentuated by the glowing 
gold of the dying foliage. A word of warn¬ 
ing though, aconitum said are amongst the 
most poisonous plants in our gardens so 
beware. 

Avoid handling them without gloves and 
especially if you have a cut or wound on 
your hands. 

Keep looking for interesting juxtaposi¬ 
tions, which are often best when they hap¬ 
pen by accident. I planted tome hydrangea 
‘Limelight’ in a trough in front of a wall 
covered in Boston Ivy (Parthenocissus). 
The flowers of the hydrangea are begin¬ 
ning to brown now but retain enough of 
the greenish white to contrast well with the 
bright scarlet, deepening to wine red of the 
climber. This is an effect which will last a 
little further as the hydrangea flowers age 
to brown they will show off the orange/red 
petioles (leaf stalks) which are retained for 
a short time by the Parthenocissus after its 
leaves have fallen. 

There are lots of interesting fruits and

seed heads to look out for as well as flow¬ 
ers. The best in my humble opinion are 
provided by euonymus or spindle trees. The 
common spindle or Euonymus europaeus to 
give it its Latin name, can be found in many 
a hedgerow. You might miss it any earlier in 
the year but in autumn the scarlet capsules 
containing orange coated seeds stand out a 
mile. ‘Red Cascade’ is the cultivar you are 
probably going to encounter first though 
‘Scarlet Wonder’ is worth seeking out for 
its shorter bushier habit. Euonymus pla- 
nipes ‘Sancho’ is a wonderful tree growing 
to three metres or more high and perhaps 
as much wide with gorgeous autumn colour. 

Euonymus are very adaptable and are 
happy in almost any soil or situation. 

One of my favourite shrubs, which can 
become a small tree is still displaying its 
white scented flowers in tight clusters is 
Heptacodium miconioides which hails from 
China where it is known as the seven son 
flower. In a good summer the bracts sur¬ 
rounding the flowers turn red adding an¬ 
other dimension. 

If magnolia flowers can be described as 
being like candles in spring time then the 
seed capsules look like molten wax hanging 
heavily from the branches in the autumn. 
As magnolia leaves can be amongst the last 
to turn and are not noted for their autumn 
colour this is a welcome bonus. Magnolia sa- 
licifolia is perhaps the best magnolia for au¬ 
tumn colour turning a rich buttery yellow. 

The seed capsules of magnolias can be 
appreciated when they split to reveal shiny 
jet black seeds. Soak these for 48 hours in a 
little water and washing up liquid and then 
plant in pots and leave outside if you want 
to grow your own.

It’s big and bold and beautiful 
and will amaze lots of people 
when they gaze at its handsome 
rear end and spot the name 
badge. 

For this is the new Skoda Superb, lat¬ 
est version of a car that combines ex¬ 
traordinary amounts of space inside for 
people and their luggage with a price 
tag that ought to embarrass cars with 
posher badges. 

There has never been any problem with 
space in a Superb, but the car this one 
replaces was undeniably gawky from any 
angle around the rear if you ordered it as 
a hatch - the modestly dearer estate was 
handsome by comparison. 

Well, the new saloon is a bit of a looker, 
all curves and crisp angles in a shape that 
looks simply stunning with the right alloy 
wheels ticked on the order form (the bigger 
the better) and in the right colour - mid-me¬ 
tallic grey is the hue of choice. 

The new saloon ditches the unique boot 
lid/hatchback opening combo of the previ¬ 
ous car - hardly any owners thought giving 
you the choice of operation was a brilliant 
idea —and in the process becomes at least 
as striking looking as the estate. 

Both of them have grown a little in length 
and width and front and rear wheels are fur¬ 
ther apart. That usually signals extra stretch¬ 
ing room in the rear, but not this time. 

The extended wheelbase simply makes 
the car look more balanced, but not even a 
baseball-playing giant would feel cramped 


in a rear seat that rivals a stretch limo for 
roominess. 

There is, though, now a little more shoul¬ 
der room front and rear and even more 
luggage space in both saloon and estate. 
Again, neither aspect was remotely wanting 
before, but more is probably better. 

There is more from less under the bonnet, 
where extra power has been found and clev¬ 
erly combined with improved economy and 
reduced tailpipe emissions, from base 1.4 
petrol to a tiny selling 2.0-litre turbocharged 
petrol version, whose 280 horsepower is 20 
more than the previous engine which, at 3.6 
litre, was nearly twice the size. 

Range 

The new range starts at £18,640 for a 
125 horsepower hatch (estates are £1,200 
more); that’s £50 less than the previous en¬ 
try level car. 

Topping out the range is a £35,040 estate 
in ultra posh Laurin & Klement trim - these 
two chaps founded what became the Skoda 
brand in Czechoslovakia many moons ago. 

Most sales, you will not be surprised to 
learn, will take place between these ex¬ 
tremes. They will also overwhelmingly be to 
business users and will have diesel engines 
doing the work. 

Indeed, Skoda will sell your company (or 
you, so long as you pay cash and don’t want 
a finance deal) a new Superb in SE Business 
trim, complete with satellite navigation, elec¬ 
trically adjustable driver’s seat and parking 
sensors. Just the things for a hard working 
life on the road. 

Standard spec on the SE (from £21,190 
and a likely big seller) includes adaptive 
cruise control, 17 in alloy wheels and rear

parking sensors. Pay more and you move 
up grades or add optional extras, which 
can include blind spot detection, self 
parking, traffic sign recognition and even 
a boot that opens itself with the wave of a 
foot beneath the bumper. 

A drive over delightfully empty Scottish 
Highland roads showed the 190 horse¬ 
power diesel with automatic gearbox, from 
£28,720, was pleasantly smooth, nippy 


enough and comfortable. And very, very 
grown up and mature. 

Livelier on its feet was a hatch with 150 
horsepower turbocharged 1.4 -litre petrol 
engine and crisp shifting manual gearbox 
(from £21,190) which was a delight and 
turned in a reasonable 36mpg after a bit of 
a caning. The diesel was predictably bet¬ 
ter at 44mpg but less fun. More practical 
for a business user, of course.
